SUPPORT SERVICES (ASRATSS)

1.0 Purpose

This statement of work defines the requirements for research, engineering, and technical
support necessary to assist the NASA Langley Research Center in fulfiling its mission. These
requirements include, but are not limited to, technical support in the functional areas of Atmospheric
Science Research, Technology, Applications, and Data Center Services.

2.0 General Scope

The Cantractar shall furnish all qualified personnel, facilities, administrative services,
equipment, supplies, and materials, not provided by the Govemnment, necessary t¢ support the NASA
Langley Research Center atmospheric science programs and related engineering activities. In addition
to recurring, on-going requirements, specific work assignments may be made by the issuance of a
Notification of Work (NOW). A NOW, when issued, will be within the context of technical direction, as that
term is defined and described in Section G, G.5. Work requirements encompass the broad scope of the
missions and responsibilities of the Langley Research Center's atmospheric research, technology,
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applications, and data services programs. The general categories of work to be performed are outlined
below.

3.0 Science Support

The Contractor shall provide scientific, analysis, and modeling support necessary to
conduct atmospheric science research. The Contractor shall also provide administrative, consulting,
outreach, and applications support to the NASA Langley Research Center’s atmospheric science

program.

3.1 Algorithm Development, Implementation, and Maintenance

3.1.1 Requirements - The Contractor shall develop, improve, maintain, and
implement inversion algorithms for atmospheric species retrievals and diagnostic
algorithms for validation and maintenance of analytical models. This encompasses data
analysis methods, image processing, and data base development and management.

The Confractor
shall assist in the development, maintenance, and operation of airborne and surface-based data
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acquisition systems for real-time recording and distribution of data, including verification and monitoring of
instrurment performance, in suppoirt of field missions. This includes providing instrument/data logger
interface software, maintenance, experiment operations, data reduction, data visualization, and data base
archive support for aircraft and filed correlative measurement activities.

"Made,” as used in this clause, means conception or first actual reduction to practice; provided,
that in the case of a variety of plant, the date of determination (as defined in Section 41(d) of the Plant
Variety Protection Act, 7 U.S.C. 2401(d)) must also occur during the period of contract perforrnance.

"Nonprofit organization," as used in this clause, means a domestic university or other institution of
higher education or an organization of the type described in section 501(c}(3) of the Internal Revenue
Code of 1954 (26 U.S.C. 501(c)) and exempt from taxation under section 501(a) of the Internal Revenue
Code (26 U.S.C. 501(a)), or any domestic nonprofit scientific or educational organization qualified under a
State nonprofit arganization statute.

T "Practicar apphication,” as used in {hiS clause, means {0 manufacture, in the case of a composition
or product; to practice, in the case of a process or method; or ta operate, in case of a machine or system;
and, in each case, under such conditions as to establish that the invention is being wtilized and that its
benefits are, to the extent permitted by law or Government regulations, available to the public on
reasgnable terms,

"Reportable item,” as used in this clause, means any invention, discovery, improvement, or
innovation of the contractor, whether or not patentable or otherwise protectible under Title 35 of the
United States Code, made in the performance of any work untder any NASA contract or in the
performance of any work that is reimbursable under any clause in any NASA contract providing for
reimbursement of costs incurred before the effective date of the contract. Reportable items include, but
are not limited to, new processes, machines, manufactures, and compositions of matter, and
improvements to, or new applications of, existing processes, machines, manufactures, and compaositions
of matter. Reportable items also include new computer programs, and improvements to, or new
applications of, existing computer programs, whether or not copyrightable or otherwise protectible under
Title 17 of the United States Code.

"Small business firm," as used in this clause, means a domestic small business concern as
defined at 15 U.S.C. §32 and implementing regulations of the Administrator of the Small Business
Administration. (For the purpose of this definition, the size standard contained in 13 CFR 121.3-8 for
small business contractors and in 13 CFR 121.3-12 for small business subcontractors will be used.)

"Subject invention," as used in this clause, means any reportable item which is or may be
patentable or otherwise protectible under Title 35 of the United States Code, or any novel variety of plant
that is or may be protectible under the Plant Variety Protection Act (7 U.S.C. 2321, et seq.).

(b) Allocation of principal rights.

(1) Presumption of title.

(0 Any reportabie item that the Administrafor considers fo be a subject invention
shall be presumed to have been made in the manner specified in Paragraph (1) or (2) of Section 305(a)
of the National Aeronautics and Space Act of 1958 (42 U.S.C. 2457(a)) (hereinafter called "the Act"), and
the above presumption shall be conclusive unless at the time of reporting the reportable item the
Contractor submits to the Contracting Officer a written statement, containing supporting details,
demonstrating that the reportable item was not made in the manner specified in Paragraph (1) or (2) of
Section 305(a) of the Act.

Each subject invention for which the presumption of
Paragraph (b)(1)(i) of this clause is conclusive or for which there has been a determination that it was
made in the manner specified in Paragraph (1) or (2) of Section 305(a) of the Act shall be the exclusive
property of the United States as represented by NASA unless the Administrator waives all or any part of
the rights of the United States, as provided in Paragraph (b)(3) of this clause.

3) Waiver of rights.

(i) Section 305(f) of the Act provides for the promulgation of regulations by which
the Administrator may waive the rights of the United States with respect to any invention or class of
inventions made or that may be made under conditions specified in Paragraph (1) or (2) of Section 305(a)
of the Act. The promulgated NASA Patent Waiver Regulations, 14 CFR Section 1245, Subpart 1, have
adopted the Presidential Memorandum on Government Patent Policy of February 18, 1983, as a guide in
acting on petitions (requests) for such waiver of rights.

{ii} As provided in 14 CFR 1245, Subpart 1, Contractors may petition, either prior to
execution of the contract or within 30 days after execution of the contract, for advance waiver of rights to
any or all of the inventions that may be made under a contract. If such a petition is not submitted, or if
after submission it is denied, the Contractor (or an employee inventor of the Contractorj may petition for
waiver of rights to an identified subject invention within eight months of first disclosure of invention in

accordance with 14 CFR 1245.105.

(€ Minimum rights reserved by the Government.
(1) With respect to each subject invention for which a waiver of rights is applicable in
accordance with 14 CFR Section 1245, Subpart 1, the Government reserves--
({0 An irrevocable, nonexclusive, nontransferable, royalty-free license for the

practice of such invention throughout the warld by or on behalf of the United States or any fareign
government in accordance with any treaty or agreement with the United States; and
(i) Buch other rights as stated in 14 CFR 1245.107.

(2) Nothing contained in this Paragraph (c) shail be considered to grant to the Government
any rights with respect to any invention other than a subject invention.
(d) Minimum rights to the Contractor.

(1) The Contractor is hereby granted a revocable, nonexclusive, royalty-free license in each
patent application filed in any country on a subject invention and any resulting patent in which the
Government acquires title, unless the Centractor fails to disclose the subject invention within the times
specified in Paragraph (e)(2) of this clause. The Contractor's license extends to its domestic subsidiaries
and affiliates, if any. within the corporate structure of which the Contractor is a party and includes the right
to grant sublicenses of the same scope to the extent the Contractor was iegally obligated to do so at the
time the contract was awarded. The license is transferable only with the approval of the Administrator
except when transferred to the successor of that part of the Contractor's business to which the invention
pertains.

2) The Contractor's domestic license may be revoked or medified by the Administrator to the
extent necessary to achieve expeditious practical application of the subject invention pursuant to an
application for an exclusive license submitted in accordance with 37 CFR Part 404, Licensing of
Government Owned Inventions. This license will not be revoked in that field of use or the geographical
areas in which the Cantractor has achieved practical application and continues to make the benefits of
the invention reasonably accessible to the public. The license in any foreign country may be revoked or
modified at the discretion of the Administrator to the extent the Contractor, its licensees, or its domestic
subsidiaries or affiliates have failed to achieve practical application in that foreign country.

(3 Before revocation or modification of the license, the Contractor will be provided a written
notice of the Administrator's intention to revoke or modify the license, and the Contractor will be allowed
30 days (or such other time as may be authorized by the Administrator for good cause shown by the
Contractor) after the notice to show cause why the license should not be revoked or modified. The
Contractor has the rght to appeal to the Administrator any decision concerning the revacation or
modification of its license.

(e) Invention identification, disclosures, and reports.
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@) The Contractor shall establish and maintain active and effective procedures to assure
that reportable items are promptly identified and disclosed to Contractor personnel responsibie for the
administration of this New Technology clause within six months of conception and/or first actual reduction
to practice, whichever occurs first in the performance of work under this contract. These procedures shall
include the maintenance of laboratory notebooks or equivalent records and other records as are
reasonably necessary to document the conception and/or the first actuai reduction to practice of the
reportable items, and records that show that the procedures for identifying and disclosing reportable items
are followed. Upon request, the Contractor shall furnish the Contracting Officer a description of such
procedures for evaluation and for determination as to their effectiveness.

2 The Contractor will disciose each reportable item to the Contracting Officer within two
months after the inventor discloses it in writing to Contractor personnel responsible for the administration
of this New Technology clause or, if earlier, within six months after the Contractor becomes aware that a
reportable item has been made, but in any event for subject inventions before any on sale, public use, or
publication of such invention known to the Contractor. The disclosure to the agency shall be in the form of
a written report and shall identify the contract under which the reportable item was made and the
inventor(s) or innovator(s). It shail be sufficiently complete in technical detail to convey a clear

_understanding, to the extent known at the time of the disclosure, of the nature, purpose, operation, and
physical, chemical, biological, or electrical characteristics of the reportable item. The disclosure shall also
identify any publication, on sale, or public use of any subject invention and whether a manuscript
describing such invention has been submitted for publication and, if so, whether it has been accepted for

pubticationat the timeof disctosure. i addition, after disclosure to theagency, the Contractor witt
promptly notify the agency of the acceptance of any manuscript describing a subject invention for
publication or of any on sale or public use planned by the Contractor for such invention.

(3) The Contractor shall furnish the Contracting Officer the following:

0] Interim reports every 12 months (or such longer period as may be specified by
the Contracting Officer) from the date of the contract, listing reportable items during that period, and
certifying that all reportable items have been disclosed (or that there are no such inventions) and that the
procedures required by Paragraph (e)(1) of this clause have been followed.

(i) A final report, within 3 months after completion of the contracted work, listing all
reportable items or certifying that there were no such reportable items, and listing all subcontracts at any
tier containing a patent rights clause or certifying that there were no such subcontracts.

(4) The Contractor agrees, upon written request of the Contracting Officer, to furnish
additional technical and other information available to the Contractor as is necessary for the preparation
of a patent application on a subject invention and for the prosecution of the patent application, and to
execute all papers necessary to file patent applications on subject inventions and to establish the
Government's rights in the subject inventions.

(5) The Contractor agrees, subject to Paragraph 27.302(j), of the Federal Acquisition
Regulation (FAR), that the Government may duplicate and disclose subject invention disclosures and all
other reports and papers furnished or required to be furnished pursuant to this clause.

) Examination of records relating to inventions.

(1) The Contracting Officer or any authorized representative shall, until 3 years after final
payment under this contract, have the right to examine any books (including laboratory notebooks),

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amount of this contract, whichever is less, shall have been set aside if, in the Contracting Officer's
opinion, the Contractor fails to--

(i} Establish, maintain, and foliow effective procedures for identifying and disclosing
reportable items pursuant to Paragraph (e)(1) of this clause;
(i) Disclose any reportable items pursuant to Paragraph (e)(2) of this clause;

(2) Such reserve or balance shall be withheld until the Contracting Officer has determined
that the Contractor has rectified whatever deficiencies exist and has delivered all reports, disclosures, and
other information required by this clause.

(3) Final payment under this contract shall not be made before the Contractor delivers to the
Contracting Officer all disclosures of reportable items required by Paragraph (e)(2) of this clause, and an
acceptable final report pursuant to Paragraph (e)(3)(ii} of this clause.

(4) The Contracting Officer may decrease or increase the sums withheid up to the maximum
autharized above. No amount shalt be withheld under this paragraph while the amount specified by this
paragraph is being withheld under other provisions of the contract. The withholding of any amount or the
subsequent payment thereof shall not be construed as a waiver of any Government rights.

(h} Subcontracts.

m Unless otherwise authorized or directed by the Contracfing Officer, the Contractor shali--

(i) include this clause (suitably modified to identify the parties) in any subcontract
hereunder (regardless of tier) with other than a small business firm or nonprofit organization for the
performance of experimental, developmental, or research work; and

(ii) Include the clause at FAR 52.227-11 (suitably modified to identify the parties) in
any subcontract hereunder (regardiess of tier) with a small business firm or nonprofit organization for the
performance of experimental, developmental, or research work.

Uniess provided otherwise, no Contractor
that receives title to any subject invention and no assignee of any such Contractor shall grant to any
person the exclusive right to use or sell any subject invention in the United States unless such person
agrees that any products embodying the subject invention will be manufactured substantially in the United
States. However, in individual cases, the requirement may be waived by the Administrator upon a
showing by the Contractor or assignee that reasonable but unsuccessful efforts have been made to grant
licenses on similar terms to potential licensees that would be likety to manufacture substantially in the
United States or that under the circumstances domestic manufacture is not commercially feasible.

Under the FERS, the Government
contributes 11.4% of the employees’ base pay towards a basic benefit
plan, 6.2% to Social Security, 1.45% towards Medicare, and 1% (plus
matching contributions of up to 4% of basic pay. depending an employees'
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contributions) to a thrift savings plan. Under the CSRS Offset, the
Government contributes 0.8% of the employees' base pay towards the
retirement benefit, 6.2% to Saocial Security, and 1.45% towards Medicare.

Part-time Federal empioyees receive pro rata annual leave, sick leave, holiday leave, health insurance,
and group life insurance benéfits based on the number of hours worked.

Information Technology Security Manager. Upon completion of the NACH, the foreign national will only be
granted unescorted access to an approved workplace and to designated open areas during normal
weekday work hours between 6:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. The foreign national will not be granted access
during non-work hours, weekends, and halidays. Derogatary information developed concerning the
foreign national may be grounds for visit termination.

If you are a full-time employed (40 hours a week) and Sunday is part of your regularly scheduled
workweek, you are paid at your rate of basic pay plus a Sunday premium of 25% of your basic rate for each hour of
Sunday work which is not overtime (i.e. occasional work on Sunday outside the normal tour of duty is considered
overtime work).

HAZARDOUS PAY DIFFERENTIAL: An 8 percent differential is applicable to employees emploved in a position
that represents a high degree of hazard when working with or in close proximity to ordinance, explosives, and
incendiary materials. This inciudes work such as screening, blending, dying, mixing, and pressing of sensitive
ordance, explosives, and pyrotechnic compesitions such as lead azide, black powder and photoflash powder. All
dry-house activities involving propellants or explosives. Demilitarization, modification, renovation, demolition, and
maintenance operations on sensitive ordnance, explosives and incendiary materials. All operations involving
regrading and cleaning of artillery ranges.

A 4 percent differential is applicable to employees employed in a position that represents a low degree of hazard
when working with, or in close proximity to ordance, (or employees possibly adjacent t0) explosives and incendiary
materials which involves potential injury such as laceration of hands, face, or arms of the employee engaged in the
operation, irritation of the skin, minor burns and the like; minimal damage to immediate or adjacent work area or
equipment being used. All operations involving, unloading, storage, and hauling of ordance, explosive, and

incendiary ordnance material other than small arms ammunition. These differentials are only applicable to work that
has been specifically designated by the agency for ordance, explosives, and incendiary material differential pay.

** UNIFORM ALLOWANCE **

If employees are required to wear uniforms in the performance of this contract (either by the terms of the
Government contract, by the emplover, by the state or local law. etc.), the cost of furnishing such uniforms and
maintaining (by laundering or dry cleaning) such uniforms is an expense that may not be borne by an employee
where such cost reduces the hourly rate below that required by the wage determination.

3) The contracting officer reviews the proposed action and promptly submits a report of the action, together with the
agency's recommendations and pertinent information including the position of the contractor and the employees, to
the Wage and Hour Division, Employment Standards Administration. U.S. Department of Labor, for review. (See
section 4 .6(b)(2) of Regulations 29 CFR Part 4).

4) Within 30 days of receipt, the Wage and Hour Division approves, modifies, or disapproves the action via
transmittal to the agency contracting officer, or notiftes the contracting officer that additional time will be required
to process the request.

5) The contracting officer transmits the Wage and Hour decision to the contractor.

6) The contractor informs the affected employees.
